was then tuken up tor the Court House, the pri-
soner being in charge ol Chiel Rusgles, An im-
mense gathering of spectators avsemoled around
the Square, lurger, if poesible, than on any
tormer occuslon during the trial, the desie
being very great o witness the lasy appearsnce
in public of the notorious criminal.

Owing to the strice mjunctions of the police,
the crowd were very moderate in their ecpres-
tlons of hatred towsrds the prisoner.

We re-
quired him 10 prove, by the testunony of wit-
necses, who tirst looked upon those lieless
bodies when discoverea in the biarn at the lower
cnd of the eity of Philadelphig, the number and
cbaructer ot the wounde, and, #s they observed
them, whon those nodies were first discovered.

Atter that ground bad been made, the Coroner
having 'estitied of the examination hiviag been
held upon the bodies of Chrstopher Dearing,
then we permitted Dr, shapleigh to give to the
jury his professional exumination of the bhadiwes
0l these several victune, a=sociated as they were
in denth with Christopher Dearing.

Wo did not thank, upon reflection and con-
slderatson, that there was any error in the ad-
miseion of that testimony, becanse it was simply
4 further development in the way of Lhe profes-
elonal examinution of the testimonv in regard
to the actual injury inMcted wupon Cheistopler
Vearmg, and opon_those who were found dead
atb the sume time he was discovered, merely to
permit this professional cxamination further to
£o to the jury.

The exceptions which the counsel for the de-
fendant bave taken to the ruling ot the Court
in theze several instances stand uoatfected by
the diecharge ol them which 1 propose to mike.
These esceptions shall be laken np to the Bu-
preme Court, and reviewed by that Court upon
the appheation to them for the writ ol error;
and il that Court shall think that there is any
evidence in the rearon as assigued to avard the
writ, then & more full and smple opportunity
will be given to pregent any additional conside-
rutions sbe counsel lor the defenduant may vhink
proper to submit in support ol the allegations
ot error in the rulines ot this Court. Lhe pri-
soner, therefore, cannot be prejudiced by any
action which we may make of thig application.

We do not think that there Is in the ca-e, or
in uny portion ol it, any good and substantiul
renson for further delaying the acrion of the
Coure. I desire to say, | have consultod Brotber
Ludlow snd Brother Pierce, and the ease as re-
woried to Brother Ludlow &8 entirely azreed to

v hum. We, therelore, overrule the moton tor
the new trial

Antoine Probst:—You stand at the bar of this
court convicted ot muraer, of murder in the
fivet degree, A jury ol your own gxlection pro-
nounced you, aiter a patent trial, guiley o1 o
erime the punighment whereot is death,

Without caupe, and with malice premeditated,
vou took the lite of Canstopher Dearing, Thus,
the vordict recorded agamst you, establishes us
i fact, judiciully ascertqined, atier a solemn and
iupartind trial, in which your cvery nzht was
most curefully guarded, 0 oae of the lormea,
witlch  the law hay  declared to be ol
the sabstarce of such n trialy in the jealouvs
wareh and care which it keops aver the iife ol
the citizen and the alien alike, bas been
neglected in your case. A strancer in a stranze
land: alone, but dgot Iriendless, lor the law
itsell’ became your tricnd; provided you with
able apd conscientions  counsel ;  shiewded
vou from popular violence; watched over and
rusraed _','uurllilc with -_llw'p‘lu-a vigilance; and
oy the direct interposition of its mizht and its
power obtained for yon a trial according to the
torme ol the Constitution. All this was secured to
you. By nonpe other but by legal evidenee, not in
tho least depree by your ovn coniession, but by
evidence from which there was no escape, most
conclusive in i1s charncter, you have been found
guilty of the commiesion of one of the most
appalling erimes of which the records of ciyi-
lzed junisprudence make uny mention.

A telony ol muroer unparslieled, your heart
conceived, wnd your bands executeda; in plan
moet comprehbensive; o ominuteness ol detail
unequalled; in  esecution, relentless, brutal,
savage heyond precedent.

A husband and @ rather, returning to s
home, in all the strepneth and glory of s
munhood—a wile and mother, tolling for the
little loved ones whom God had given to her—
to ling st her domestic altar, her humble tire-
side—n compoanion of your daily lubor, who
with vou ehared your bed, who almost slept in
your prme; at peace witn yon; the very breatn
of whowe Iffe you breathed—your jourth vietim,
an inotfensive visitor, wnose sex would nave not
in sain  appealed to your compassion,
compassion you poseeds, had vou but thouzht of
the mother who gave you b rith.  Aud four help-
lesa elildren of these slanabtered parents,
four little ones, who had never done you harm;
of turee of these, in innocent and happy
childhood, you had been the duily wit-
ness;  lotened to thelr young and merry
volees, and perhaps have had them  play
in contldence wnd trust about you; and
tho fourth a smiling, tender, zentle babe, who
had wot yeu learned to lisp your name, or to
know you ns a stranger m that housenold—
whose vy bloody garments, brought here by
otiier hands, leave testimony most erushing
neainst the monster, in the sghape of man, who
cut aod hacked its youngott lire nwu.r.

Ot ull who gatherod beneath the humble
roof ol Christopher Dearing, but one remains,
A little, louely, solitary boy, saved mot by vour
werey, for merecy you had voue, but by an in-
terposing Providence protecting him from your
murderous arm and uplifted axe, with whioh
you sought to «ill them all .

All this you perl svmed slone, or aided by ano
ther, it matters not which, so lar as the legal
and moral guilt of ull these murders commitied
Ly you s concerned, nnd much more, tha hu-
man eve huth not seen, you oud with malice in-
concelvable.

Almost without woflive yon went at vour
work, self-imposed, sud eight noocent vietios
you slew, Not suddenly; vot in a tempest ol re-
wistless passion, but 1o the coolness of 4 premedi-
tatod destgn—oue by one, nt intervals, with
solemn pause, with celm deliberation, und with
n quenchless thirst tor Dblood, you ceased
not until all that yon set out to do was (ully
ended, and you found voursell alone with the
dead.,  Your tmumph was then coayplete,

I'his is but & poor picture of your work, and
ol this I here remind you, that yon may, even
now, at this dread hour tor you, realize. it it
Indeed be posslble for you to do 80, the cnormity
ol your deeds of blood, and before God sees tor
purdon tor your crime,

No one wmay limit His power to forgive, but
vou can find mercy only In redespming love.
Man cannot, will not, dare not paes by nnavenged
i ¢erme #0 learful a8 to be almost numoeless,
Soclely demands protoction, and violated Iaw
its vindiention, But the Omnipotent God hath
snld, "“Whoeoever will, let him come,” To His
merey I oommend you.,

But what yon have to do, dospeedily; for
the night of death casia its shudow uleemdy
arnond vou, The avenger of blood has follo red
steadily atter you, and o the darkness of the
night, the lnvisible fuger of the Almighty

winted  you out o your pursuers, R
ustice now claims you us its own, And that

which It requires to be done shall not be long
delayed, You bhad your success ln the exeou:

fion of your fell purpose; but It demands its
triumph mow, in the delection, exposure, oon-
vietiwn, and prompiest snd severest punish-
ment of the eriminal, who has defied alike the
In:n of God and man, and oubraged all the
nobler eympathies of his nature,

It only remming for me to pass on yon the
judament of the law, which & that you (here
the four Judges rose, and amid & breathless
silence concluded the sentence), Antolue Probst,
the prisoner at the bar, be taken from hence to
the jmil ot the county of Ph ladelpbia, from
whence you evme, and Irom thence w the place
nl execution, and that von there be hanged by
the neck until you are dead, And may God have
mercy on vour gonl !

Juoge Allison’s sentence was dolivered with
much emphasie, and in a very lmpressive man-
ner, and amid the most profound sileace, not
witlstanding the crowded condition of the court-
room,

The prisoner stood erect, and kept his eyes
fixed on the Judge. He did not move a muscle
during the entire time of the delivery of the

Directly after the sentence he wns npsked by
Mr. Eben, the Court Interpreter, whether he un.
demstood the sentence, Probst replied, *1 un-
derstood all the Judge said, but he did not say
when | was goiog to be hung.”

The removal o! the prisoner from the court
room was the signal for toe most deafening
and vociterous shouts on the part of Lae im-
mense multituce nssembled on Sixth street, nond
a= the yap drove rapidly off, 1ollowed by a body
0! policemen on the run, the groans and hisses
were al their heicht.

Never more will Antolne Probst seethe light
of heaven excepl thrugh the bars of his cell
window until he is led jorth to the scaffold,

In order that the populace might pe enalled
to obtain a Inst giance at the features of the
priconer, he was not, a8 usual, placed inside the

rieon van on the way down to his cell, but
0ok a seat on toae drnver's box, between two
poiice officers, much to the gratification of the
exe tod throng that lined the street from Ches.
nut to Walout sirects,

Mr. Seward's Opinlon Concerning Re-
Coustractiion,

A casual conversation, to-day, between Becre-
tary Beward and a geotleman from Virginia,
muy throw some light on the former's oplnions
concerning reconstruction and Mexico.  Mr,
Seward sud be had lately received a letter,
which had been forty days on the way, advising
him to act cautiously in the French and Mexi-
can imbroglio, becanse of tne strong probability
of arecommencement of hostilities between the
North and South. The visitor assuared Mr.
Beward that, so fur as Virginla was concerned,
he need bave no apprebensions; when the Sec-
retary replied:—**Nor 8o far ns any part of
the country is concerned. The country has
bad enovgh to lust it for a long time, An
intelligent and virtcous woman, who has
taken the first step in alife of shame, never
ceases 10 deplore her misfortune; bui sn indo-
lent, ignorant woman will continue to take
many such downward steps a3 long as she lives.
Such a country as Mexico may be given over to
politieal revolution and war, bat a virtuous, en-
lightened, and exemplary country like the
United Stutes will not be likely to repeat such
folly very olwen.”

The Case of Ishnm Hendorson,

A case which has occasioned considerable
comment in the West has, within g few days,
been Lrought officially to the notice of the Pre-
sident, by reason of misunderstanding among
both elvil and mibitary officers as to the purport
and effect of the Perce Proclamalion, The cnge
which brings the controversy here for Exeou-
tive action is that of Isham Henderson, one of
the proprietors of the Loulsville Jowrnal, who
has been arrested for alleged fraud as an army
contractor, and (8 now being tried before a
military commission In Nashville, under the
act of July 17, 1862, giving wilitary commissions
inrisdiction of trisls tor frauds by army con-
trugtors, It appears that Major-General
Thomus, by telegram from Nashville, on the
24d Instant, ordered Major General J, €. Davis,
at Loulsville, to arrest Henderson, and send
him to Nashville, and “obey no writ of hubeas
corpus in his ease;” that the arresl was made:
that a writ of habeas corpus was fssued by
Judge Ballard, United States District Court,
directed to Lieutenant-Colonel Coyle, who had
Henderson in charge, who, under the order of
General Davis, his superior, responded that he
could not obey the order, because he hud positive
orders not te do so; that therenpon Judge Bmlard
ordered an sttachment for General Thomas,
General Davie,and Colonel Coyle, forcontempt of
court, returnable upon a day fixed in May., In
the meantime, Henderson wes tiken to Nush
ville, and the matter was submitted to the Pre-
sident, wha on Saturday last shoply directed
that the trig) before the Military Commission
proceed, inasmuch ns the speeial authority for
the same i found in the law before oited of July
17, 1402, The President does not, however, de:
clde that the writ of habens corpus shall not
nor ahould not hivve been obeyed., It wasa oiis-
take i the officers to refuse to make prompt and
respeotiul response to the wris, by setting forth
all the faets, and espocislly  the allaga
tlon that Henderson was in custody by virtue
of, and was to be tried nnder, the Jaw before
named. [ have authority for saylog thet the
President regards the writ of habeas corpus as
fully restored all over the United Hlates, exonnt

ip Texns. That in all cases where the wirie =
legnily issned 1t should be responded 1o 6s above
sugeested, But the restoration of the writ does
nol prevenl the trial by mihitary commissions,
undur the law of Congress, of army contractors
for trauds. Nordoes the Pesoce Proclamation, of
itaelt, suspend or make voud any trinl that bad
been actually commeneed prior to the promul-

gution of the proclumation,
